B. ABSTRACT 
In spite of community development revitalization efforts in many 


inner-city African American neighborhoods, it has consistently displaced 
and/or marginalized the most intended benefactors - the distressed 


residents and businesses. Although some of these businesses and residents 


are initial benefactors of the varied community development programs, 


ultimately, most relocate outside the community because the coming of the 
creative and “moneyed” class, among other reasons. This process has been 
repeated in many cities throughout the country. What lessons are there for 
inner-city African American neighborhoods community development? The 
presentation will examine why the physical and social development of the 
community has not in the long-term benefited these distressed stakeholder 


population.
